A while back there was a thread abt the 115 VAC 'xtal' socket on Johnson 
products. Checked the pins I used on several sets, here is the info: 


Surplus crimp pins # M39029/4-111 were intended to be used in 
military connectors by ITT Cannon etc. They can be crimped or soldered 
to #16 wire and are a good fit in the 'xtal' sockets. I put a piece of 
semi-rigid heat shrink on the wire/pin, push it flush with the chassis, 
then use the heat gun. The pins show up at surplus places which handle 
connectors and from places like Tri Star in El Segundo (Los Angeles) has them, 
http: //centor.ni.net/demo/tristar/vol0/properties/page6.html, so 
Newark etc probably do too. PEI Genesis has stock too but a $50 min order, 
Single pin price is .28.

I think what your friend may have heard of Ben is the DC to DC 
inverter power supply made by Carmelo in Italy. I have two of them 
(as well as two for my PRC-6s and one for my PRC-10) and have 

found them to be excellent performers of interesting mechanical 
design. They're inexpensive too at less than 50USD each. 


The BC-611 model consists of - if you can picture this - two 
cylinders mounted side by side and offset top to bottom. These 
slide into the A and B battery slots in the radio with D cells above 
and below the cylinders.

For Ben, Joseph, Perry and others who may be interested here's the contact 
information for Carmelo Litrico, maker of the inverter power supplies for 
the BC-611, PRC-6, PRC-10 and perhaps other radios. He may be reached by 
email at: carmelo.litrico@ctonline.it 


As I mentioned earlier I have two each of Carmelo's power supplies for the 
BC-611 and PRC-6 and one for the PRC-10. All work as advertised although 
the PRC-10 unit has an audible but not objectionable oscillator whine. The 
others are dead silent. The PRC-6 and 10 power supplies have the proper 
female connectors on them to mate with the power plugs in the radios plus 
two power leads with press on connectors for the battery. The YP4-6 6V 4Ah 
gelled electrolyte battery (made in this form factor by several 
manufacturers) fits perfectly in the PRC-6. I use a NP7-6 for the PRC-10 
which flops around a bit in the battery box. A little styrofoam would 
secure it. The BC-611 unit uses D cells. With the power supplies 
installed the radios perform just as they do with the original batteries. 
In my opinion these power supplies make it practical to use the radios for 
more than just occasional display purposes. 


When I want to place an order I contact Carmelo by email and tell him what 
I want. He responds with a total price including shipping in lira. I then 
get a foreign draft in that amount from my bank ($10) and mail it to him. 
The power supplies arrive by post in about two weeks.
